1s bitch In the “appotnteasnt of Hon, 
Charles Page Brysn of Chicago to be United 
States Minister to Coins, Ho was sclected for 
thle important mission during the recess of 
Congress, and It was expected that his nomina- 
tion would be sent to the Senate along with the 
oher recess appolniments which have beed 
pourlsg upon Senators during the pastfew days, 
Mr, Bryan came to Washington with the xssem- 
bitog of Congress, and proceeded to cultivate io 
bls artless way {riendly relations with Senators, 
espectally members of the, Committee on. For- 
elgn Relatlons, . 

The more Senators have seen of Mr, Charles 
Page Bryan the more inpresied are they that 
he does not measure up to the standaid of Mr, 
Denby, the present Minister to China who hag 
served through several admictstratlons. The 
{rlends of Mr, Bryan say the President may 
decide to withhold bis nomioation on account 
ofthe great diplomatic exactions of the place 
Jaxt vow, and which difficult and delicate datles 
are rather to increase than diminish. : 

The Inroads of Germany Into China, which 
sre being to all appearances winked at by the 
European powers, have suggested that in Ume 
Germany may sirlke at mote faterests, lacluding 
the American, than thoge she bas now secared, 
China fs a power eminently and conatstently 
{rlendly to America and there fs a bint {n the afr 
that she has already turned to this country for 
prospective astistance. : 

In order words; a strong man, a. man‘of 
affatca and diplomatic experience, Is now needed, 
they say both by America and China -at the 
American Legation in China, The tnformation 
givea to-day {s that the ‘nomination might be 
wjibheld by the Presidest, Application for a 
confirmation of this report was made at the 
White House this morning.
